In the bridges I have, the standard cell is only used to calibrate the 

voltage from a larger (usually zinc-carbon) cell. The larger cell is used 

in actual bridge measurements. I don't know much about standard cells, but 

you are right - one should not draw current from them.

When I was about 10 years old (1955), I received a used Halli S-38B 
receiver. 


I had been using an old Philco cathedral ("wood") radio. It did not have 
any octal tubes, but earlier types, caps on top of some.
